Citizens settle Dombind dispute 


Ontario's Environmen- 
tal Appeal Board approved 
asetitlement on October 2 Ist 


reached among citizens, the, 


Ministry of the Environ- 
*ment and Norampac Inc 
that will provide strict lim- 
its on the application of 
Dombind dust suppressant, 
a waste from the compa- 
nv's Trenton mill. The ap- 
proval follows an extraor- 
dinary decision released in 
August whereby the Appeal 
Board granted the Federa- 
tion of Ontario Naturalists, 
the Federation of Ontario 
Cottagers. Associations, 
Quinte Watershed Cleanup 
and seven individuals the 
right to appeal a Ministry 
order served on Norampac. 
The Appeal Board had 
found that the weaknesses 
of the order's provisions 
relating to the application 
of Dombind Were “very se- 
rious and allowed the con- 
cerned groups and individu- 
als to proceed with an ap- 
peal 
Once the appeal right 
was gfanted. all sides came 
together to discuss a settle- 
ment. The settlement, which 
is implemented through a 


binding order issued by the 
Appeal Board, includes far 


better environmental pro- 
tection provisions than the 
original MOE order that the 
Board found deficient

DeMarco, staff lawyer with 
the Sierra Legal Defence 
Fund, whose legal team rep- 
resented the three groups 
and seven individual resi- 
dents of Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties who 
sought to appeal the 
Dombind order under On- 
tario’s Environmental Bill 
of Rights (EBR) 

“We are delighted with 
the Board's approval of our 
proposed settlement - this is 
a huge improvement for the 
environment and for peo- 
ple over the ordinary origi- 
nally issued by the Minis- 
try, “ said Ric Symmes, Ex- 
ecutive Director of the Fed- 
eration of Ontario Natural- 
ists. 

Citizens and municipali- 
ties across Eastern Ontario 
have raised concerns about 
Dombind’s toxicity. They 
have argued that Norampac 
should, like its competitors, 
install environmentally ap- 
propriate waste treatment 
technology at the Trenton 
mill. instead of spreading 
the liquid waste on rural 
roads. The amended MOE 
order approved provides 
better environmental pro- 
tection for waterways and 
wells, requires the produc- 
tion of publicly-available 
maps where Dombind may 

be spread prior to its use 
and includes better enforce- 
ment measures. All these

changes will help reduce 
the msks of Dombind use 
until its phase-out.is com- 
plete in less than two years. 

“The appeal board has 
confirmed the validity of 
the applicants’ concerns 
about the MOE order and 
approved the settlement to 
amend its key provisions,” 
said DeMarco. DeMarco 
also noted that the board 
seldém grants requests for 
leave to appeal under the 
EBR.

“*Our overriding purpose 
in pursuing this appeal and 
signing the settlement was 
to ensure that the MOE or- 
der protects the environ- 
ment,’ said Symmes. 
**From the moment we were 
granted the right to appeal, 
we indicated that a public 
hearing was not needed to 
fix the order. I am very 
happy that we not only 
achieved the desired result, 
but without the need for a 
lengthy and costly hearing.” 

The organizations and 
individual citizens involved 
in the appeal will closely 
monitor both Norampac’s 
adherence to the deadlines 
for Dombind phase-out in 
the MOE order and munici- 
palities’ adherence to the 
rules for applying Dombind

A couple of examples to 
illustrate my point: 

An editorial in the Cana- 

dian Journal of Health and 
Nutrition quoted Dr. Barry 
Beverstein of New York 
He told doctors at a confer- 
ence in Philadelphia (Sci- 
ence Meets Alternative 
Medicine) “‘alternative 
medicine is part of a whole 
new set on New Age beliefs 
based on a subjective view 
of reality... even intelligent, 
well educated individuals 
are guilty of this.’” Interest- 
ing. I thought all reality was 
subjective. And I suppose 
the refusal of the medical 
establishment to incorpo- 
rate preventing medicine 
(such as nutrition) and even 
proven,lternative practices 
into their regimen is not 
subjective. 
Just take a look at the lack of 
nutritional knowledge in the 
current curriculum pro- 
gxams of doctors. And, of 
course, there is the ongoing 
persecution in the courts of 
Dr. Krop who practices en- 
vironmental medicine us- 
ing, among other things, 
nutritional supplements. 

Dr. Wallace Sampson, 
professor of medicine at 
Stanford University, .as- 
sured his international au- 
dience at the same confer- 
ence that “‘most people think 
(alternative) medicine is 

junk. Intellectually, most of 
the US and Canada do not 
accept the alternative medi- 
cine propaganda.” 

This 18 objective? I sup- 
pose the $5 billion spent on 
herbal medicine by US cus- 
tomers alone and the many 
more billions on other al- 
ternative practices isa myth. 
The reality of this has not 
escaped the pharmaceuti- 
cal industry which is busy 
carrving out a strategy of 
“if vou can’t beat them join 
them’ by stocking their 
shelves with herbs and nu- 
triuonal supplements and 
giving their staff crash 
courses to help sell them. 

I believe that a large 
problem with our medical 
profession is that they are 
greatly influenced by the 
multinational pharmaccuti- 
cal industry. We already 
have ample proof of that 
with Health Canada.

Your readers may be in- 
terested to know that much 
stricter rules now exist for 
using Dombind (liquid in- 
dustrial waste from the 
Norampac mill in Trenton) 
on rural roads. This is a 
result 
among the Ministry of the 
Environment, Norampac 
Inc. and citizens’ groups 
like ours. 

As a result of the nego- 
tiations, Dombind cannot be 
applied until the areas where 
it may be spread have been 
marked by the municipalit, 
on a large-scale map of that 
road network. This is! to 
ensure that Dombind is not 
applied closer than 50 me- 
tres to a waterbody 

The map must be avail- 
able at the municipal office 
for anvone to view at least 
one week before any 
Dombind application. 

A municipality must also

mark or stake areas along 
roadways to indicate where 
Dombind may be applied 


_ The municipality must re- 


port the location of each 
Dombind application to the 
Environment 
within 24 hours. 

The Federation on On- 
tario Naturalists believes 
these new rules will better 
protect both the environ- 
ment and human health 
while Dombind applica- 
tions are still allowed. We 
look forward to the end of 
next vear when Dombind 
spreading is supposed to be 
completely stopped.

*"I think (child abuse) is 
something that’s happening 
across the province so it's 
= unique to Hastings 
a by any stretch,’ said 

Wagner. “*On a province- 
wideebasis, the number of 
investigations and assess- 
ments, there’s an 11 per- 
cent growth over the past 
four vears.”” 

Wagner stated that the 
number of children -actu- 
ally removed from their 
parents is also up from 172 
in 1998 to 195 in 1999 

**Provincially, ~ the 
number of kids in care has 
increased by 25 percent 
since 1994. So, again it's not 
something that is unique to 
Hastings County,”” said 
Wagener. 

Contributing factors 

He attributed the aug- 
mented numbers to several 
factors 

'“*Economics, social 
change and policy decisions 
which have come down re- 
cently that have put some 
stress on families,”” said 
Waencr, he gave the exam- 
ple of recent changes to the 


welfare program. ‘‘! think 
there are a lot of poor fami- 
lies in this province and 
poverty brings stresses that 
ends up being shown in 
mistreatment’ of the chil- 
dren.” 

Wagncr emphasized that 
this docs not mean that just 
because you are poor you 
will abuse your child. 

Better tools 

Wagner believes that 

changes in the way CAS 


policies and public aware- 
ness about child abuse arc 


also related to the increase 
in service to children 

“We ve been given tools 
called the Ontario Risk As- 
sessment Model which all 
agencies in Ontario now 
have a common way of do- 
ing business. So, we are now 
going out and investigating 
with a much finer tool than 
we ve had in the past. We 
assess the risk of children 
and the safety of children in 
a much better and more sci- 
entific manner,” said 
Wagner. 

“*It wasn't until the early 
1900’s that beating your 
wife was actually a crime 
You owned a wife and you 
owned children, they were 
chattels. We ve come a long 
way in understanding not 
only that there can be physi- 
cal violence..there’s an

awareness now that if chil- 
dren are preserit when, do- 
mestic violence fs going on 
there is a terrible emotional 
price that children pay. | 
think that as history is un- 
folding we are starting to 
understand more.and more 
about how these actions 
affect children 
Domestic violence we 
didmt even think of that in 
the 70°s and 80's, this child 
has a black eve ts this child 
in danger We were going 
in in a very naive wav look- 
ing at some surface things 
We regeiting better at look- 
ing deeper into the issues 
and as a result more is re- 
portable and more comes 
out of our investigations,” 
said Wagner. He added that 
the public is also beginning 
to report more cases of ne- 
glect and abuse as well. 
A good start 

According to Wagner 
steps are already being 
taken to deal with the high 
number of CAS cases. 

‘lve got to give some 

credit to the Ontario gov- 
ernment, the Province has 
announced allocations of 
about $90 million over three 
years.

Chief Bitten earlier re- 
viewed some of the key ar- 
eas of the plan with Council 
telling them the document 
can’t be activated unless the 
municipality enacts a by- 
law governing its use 

Central to the plan is the 
emergency control group 

-and its members -- each 
designated member also has 
an alternate 

The Township CAO co- 
ordinates all of the control 
group's activities within the 
control centre and is the 
principal adviser. to the 
Reeve and Council on all 
emergency matters. The 
Reeve is the only member 
of Council on the control 
group, with the Deputy- 
reeve stepping in as an al- 
ternate if necessary. 

It is the Reeve, after hear- 
ing recommendations from 
the control group, who 
would declare a state of 
emergency activating the 
local plan. The Reeve can 
also activate the County's 
emergency plan if neces- 
sary. 

Police. fire and rescue, 
public works representa- 
tives also sit on the control 
group along with the emer- 
gency planning (duty) of- 
ficer who acts as the ““secre- 
tary" to the group. 

Chief Bitten says that in 
the original plan the duty 
officer would also act as the 
group's liaison officer but 
following the **mock”’ exer- 
cise “they ve separated it 
and made it two people.”

‘“*These- are the people 
responsible for manning the 
evacuation centres and do- 
ing the registration of peo- 
ple.’ Chief Bitten ex- 
plained 

They would be supported 
by resources provided by 
organizations like the Red 
Cross or Salvation Army. 

The second part of the 
plan provides various ap- 
pendices which list re- 
sources, the names of first, 
second and third line re- 
sponse personnel and their 
alternates. provincial and 
federal emergency response 
officials and agencies; dis- 
trict organizations, cvacua- 
tion centres; the OPP’s 
emergency notification pro- 
cedure and a directory of 
support services 

‘The schools are ideal 
facilities forthat sort of thing 
(evacuations),”"’ Chief Bit- 
ten said. 

Along with their large 
washroom arcas, these 
buildings ‘also have large 
brolier and power and heat- 
ing systems and remain 
warm, Chief Bitten said. 

‘During the ice storm, 
Ontario Hydro made it a 
priority to run lines to the 
schools,”’ he said. ““They 
were used as evacuation 
centres first.

Speeding problems plague 
Community Issues Committee

An issuc of speeding re- 
sulted in raised voices and, 
lengthy discussion at the 
November [6th Commu- 
nitv. Issues Committec 
meeting , : 

Robert Legate. aresident 
on Douglas Road in 
Huntingdon Ward of Cen- 
tre Hastings. attended the 
meeting to discuss the prob- 
lem of vehicles travelling at 
rates of speed which are too 
fast for that particular road 

The road is non-posted 
and therefore is blanketed 
in the province-wide 80 
kilometre per hour limit. 
Legate explained that even 
though vehicles are not trav- 
elling at that speed thev are 


still driving too fast and. 


could cause a serious acci- 
dent or even death 

“It's not really a speed- 
ing issue because it's an 
unposted road so: legally 
people can drive 80 kilo- 
metres an hour.’ Legate told 
the committee. He went on 
toexplain that he had placed 
a vidcocamera on the dash 
of his car and had then pro- 
ceeded to drive the road at 
$0. 60 and 40 kilometres an 
hour and attempt to make 
emergency stops variously 
at each speed. He said the 
only speed that the stops 
were made in a somewhat 
controllable manner was at 
40 kilometres. 

The committee heard 


that Legate, his wife and his” 


children have almost been 
hit by other vehicles as 


thev ve walked the road 
He said the road is vers 
narrow and has many curves 
and slopes which makes it 
impossible to drive at 80 
kilometres safely 

Legate said there are 
about ““four hot spots — on 
the road that are dangcrous 
and he said he 1s aware of 
about 13 children that Itve 
along the road-and he s con- 
cerned for their safety as 
well as the safety of his own 
children. + 

‘*It's not a road that just 
us people living on the road 
use. At first thought you 
would think that but people 
coming from Thomasburg, 
Fuller... they use it as a 
shortcut to get to 62,” Leg- 
ate said. “Basically, you've

30 of which have 
found affordable housing 

Reta Sheppard. Housing 
Co-ordinator. explained 

We provide affordable 
housing listings for people 
in Hastings County that are 
looking for a place to rent 
We have contacts for emer- 
gencies, temporary and per- 
manent housing. © t 

Sheppard stated a lot of 
land-lords rent on the higher 
end of the totem pole and 
Hastings Housing Resource 
Centre does not list those 
available homes, they have 
a price range thev have set 
and try to zero in on that 
range. 

**We are a non-profit 
agency. We are funded by 
three sources, the Ministry 
of Municipal Affairs and 
Housing, the United Way 
of Quinte and we've re- 
ceived money from the Pro- 
vincial Homeless Initiative 
Fund and that is the money 
that has allowed us to ex- 
pand our services to allow 
us to service Centre Hast- 
ings and North Hastings.” 
she said 

There are two locations 
in Madoc where the Hast- 
ings Housing Resource 
Centre can be found 
Sheppard explained. “We 
are working with housing 
boards there. As you can

There is a real sense of 
urgency because both Pe- 
terborough hospitals are full 
and have no space left, yet 
the HSRC savs they need 
the new operating rooms 
and must have 120 more 
beds up an running in two 
vears -- a deadline they ad- 
mit they can't meet 

““Every time you add 
beds vou have a number of 
out-patient programs that go 
with them and we have ab- 
solutely no space for that,” 
Ms. Shill said. 

‘Hopefully it puts séme 
pressure on the ministry to 
get some action so we can at 
least start working toward 
that.””

To make yourself vis- 
ible to oncoming motorists, 
keep ‘handy in your own 
vehicle a white cloth for 
tving on your antenna and 
flares and reflectors for 
breakdowns at night.

.* Look and steer in the

* As the rear wheels stop 
skidding to the right or left, 
calmly counter-steer until 
you are going in the desired 
direction. 


* In a rear-wheel drive 
vehicle, if you over-correct 
the first skid, be prepared 
for a rear-wheel skid in the 
opposite direction. Practice 
and the use of timely, gentle 
movement on the steering 
wheel are necessary to 
avoid this type of skid. 

* Once the vehicle is 
straight, release the clutch 
or shift to drive, apply gen-

Hard braking or accel- 
cration most often causes 
front-wheel skids if your 
vehicle has: front-wheel 
drive.

Idling--it’s hard on your vehicle 
and your pocketbook 


Many Canadian motor- 
ists fall into the winter idling 
trap - after all, running the 
engine helps*warm up the 
vehicle, right? Wrong! 
Studies have shown that 
idling is an enormous waste 
of fuel and money, gener- 
ates unnecessary exhaust 
emissions and can be hard 
on the engine. 

Here’s the problem. Fuel 
consumption and pollution 
output are much higher in 
the first couple of minutes 
after a cold start than when 
the engine has achieved its 
normal operating tempera- 
ture. The quickest way to 
reach this temperature is to 
drive the vehicle 


As well, excessive idling 
can be hard on your engine 
because fuel combustion is 
incomplete and some fuel 


residues condense on cyl- * 


inder walls, where they can 
contaminate oil and dam- 
age engine components. 
Besides, idling only warms 
up the engine, not the wheel 
bearings, steering, suspen- 
sion, transmission and tires, 
all of which can be done 
only when the vehicle is 
moving. 


There is also an environ- 
mental cost to idling. If all 
Canadian motorists avoided 
idling their vehicles for just 
five minutes a day, more 


than 1.4 million tonnes of 
carbon dioxide would be 
spared from entering the 
atmosphere and contribut- 
ing fo climate change 


The bottom line is this: 
once a vehicle is running, 
.. the best way to warm it up ts 
to drive it. With today’s 
engines, you need no more 
than 30 seconds of idling on 
winter days before driving 
away. Except at a traffic 
signal or in slow-moving 
traffic, it’s also a good idea 
to turn off the engine if you 
are going to be stopped for 
10 seconds or more. 


Tips for fuel-efficient driving 


Your personal driving 
habits have a big impact on 
fucl consumption and costs, 
especially in the winter. 
Here are five steps vou can 
take to keep vour fuel costs 
down and help the environ- 
ment by avoiding green- 
house emissions: 

* Use a block heater-to 
warm your engine before 
you start it. Block heaters 


can improve overall wintet 


fuel economy by as much 
as 10 percent. 

* Don’t idle your vehicle 
to warm it up--it’s better to 
drive it. Any more than 30 
seconds of idling on winter 
days simply wastes fuel and 
increases emissions. 

* Check tire pressures 
regularly, cape after 
there has been a sharp drop 
in temperature (more than 
15 degrees C). Cold tem- 
peratures decrease the air 
pressure in tires, which adds 
to the rolling resistance 
caused by snow and slush. 

* If you use ski racks, it’s

For optimum engine per- 
formance, fuel efficiency 
and reduced emissions, use 
only the oil recommended 
in the owner’s manual, and 
be sure to follow the manu- - 
facturer’s recommenda-: 
tions for oil and filter 
changes.

Protect your engine for winter driving

Trip planning will save 
time and money 


Racing against the clock i$ a costly habit at the best of 
times and can be particularly dangerous during the winter, 
when weather and road conditions demand extra caution 
One of the kevs to safe, fuel-efficient driving is to give 
vourself plenty of time to get to vour destination--and ‘that 
requires good trip planning 

Trip pl anning 1s especially important in the winter, 
because fucl consumption and pollution output are much 
higher in the first minute or two after a cold start thanwhen 
the engine has achieved its normal operating temperature. 
To make matters worse, the catalytic converter doesn't 
work at its optimum until it reaches its own operating 
temperature, which means that an engine's emissions pass 
through the exhaust untreated 

An engine can burn up to 50 percent more fuel for a 
short trip in the winter than for the same trip in the summer, 
so the fewer cold starts you make the better. Instead of 
several quick trips, combine all your errands into one run 
and select your route carefully. Chances are the engine 
will stay relatively warm while you are out of the vehicle 
(don’t leave it running!), which will minimize fuel con- 
sumption and pollution levels when you restart it.

A family of four, plus ° 


the family dog. were walk-> 


ing on the side of Douglas 
Road located at a severe 
blind spot in the road. A car 
travelling 60 kilometres per 
hour approaches the blind 
spot. sces the family and 
attempts to swerve while 
panic braking. Thecar’s rear 
end breaks loose and the 
vehicle slides sideways into 
the family. Death and/or 
crippling injurics occur to 
the family, 

In the end the facts are 
the driver was driving 20 
kilometres under the speed 
limit. The weather was per- 
fect and the road conditions 
likewise. so there was no 
reason for the driver to re- 
duce his speed duc to 
weather related road condi- 
tions. No signage warned 
the driver of blind spots or. 
any reason to reduce his 

The driver was not 
familiar with the road as he 


did not travel it'regularly. . 


In the end, the result is a 
tragedy: lives have been lost 
and/or changed forever. A 
driver has to live with that 
incident burned in his 
memory forever. Lawyers 
have sued in the civil courts 
going after tlie driver's in- 
surance company and the 
driver's assets, the munici- 
pality's insurance company 
and possibly the police 
foree. Why? Because all 
with the exception of the 
driver were made aware of 
the danverons situation that

The fall out to the afore- 
mentioned scenario would 
run in the millions of dol- 
lars and could bankrupt in- 
dividuals involved. 

And finally, there are the 
children. Currently on this 
2.5 kilometre stretch of road 
at least thirteen public 
school aged children reside 
with twenty homes located 
on the road. These children 
have rights too. They will 
want to walk or ride their 
bikes to friends’ homes 
along the road.

6th headline reporting the 
introduction of Enriched 
snhancement programs 
into Madoc Public School 
Cléarly the needs of all chil- 
dren cannot be met bv one 
level of programming 
Clearly itis in the interest of 
everyone that the full po- 
tential of the next genera- 
tion be unlocked and de- 
veloped. | heartily applaud 
an initiative that seeks to 
meet this need. It struck me, 
however, that these kinds 
of programs are not at all 
new. Sure enough. as | read 
on, | was informed that in 
the past students with spe- 
cial needs were met through 
a variety of special educa- 
tion programs covered by 
the school budget. Funding 
cuts however brought an 


. end to these programs Now 


the school council. parents. 
and the community are be- 
ing called upon to meet the 
particular needs of our stu- 
dents on a volunteer basis 
because of “diminishing 
resources.” 

Mare Lucas. the School 
Council s Communication 
Officer. tells us it is “‘the 
community's responsibilits 
toeducate the children * and 


“every parent has the right: 


and responsibility to be in- 
volved in their child's edu- 
cation. The school council 
is calling for volunteers to 
offer their talents in music. 
drama, and woodworking. 
programs that until recentls 
were an integral part of the 
school curriculuin. in addi- 
tion to being offered extra- 
currigularly by teachers 
who routinely used their 
lunch hours and afier school 
time to enrich to enrich the 
educational experience of 
our children. However. we 
are now told ““The educa- 
tion system is not gouig to 
provide this, they don thave 
themonev and teachers are 
being asked to do more with 
less. Interesting. The cur- 
rent Ontario government 
continues to strip the pro- 
vincial education budect 
while claiming to ““mm- 
prove oducation. Remov- 
ing the funding that allows 
for programs such as that 
which the Madoc School 
Council is trving to’ rein- 
state. would appear to be 
one such “‘improvement. 
According to the most 
recent indicators. this prov- 
ince is wealthier than it s 
ever been. And yet, some- 
how our education svstem 
just doesn't have the mone 
to provide a full range of 
educational opportunitics to 
the children of this prov- 
ince. This strikes me as odd. 
Where is all the money from 
this new prosperity going?
